Kinney returned a verdict at four o’clock 
last evening, of murder in the first de- 
gree.

‘Iwo 
cousins, known as Big and 
Little Bill Kinney entered’ the

The Kinneys then beat out 
the brains of Doyle’s youngest daughter, 
aged eight, and attempted to kill the 
second girl, aged thirteen, but who re- 
covered, and on her testimony the Kin- 
neys were convicted.

The community 
is a wild one. Nine murders have oc- 
curred in that county in fifteen months, 
and no hangings yet.

The Steamship Amsterdam Hard Agrouna 
off Sable’s Island, Nova Scotia—Her Pas 
sengers and Crew, with Three Exceptions, 
Safely Landed—The Vessel Doomed. 

HALIFAX, N.8., Augast 7. 
The steamer Newtield returned last 
night from Sables’ Island with the sur- 
vivors of the steamer Amsterdam, which 
was wrecked twelve miles off the coast of 
that island last Wednesday during a dens 
fog. The steamer left Amsterdam July 

19 for New York with a gen- 

eral cargo and 266 

crew, 167 adults and 38 children, 

third class, and thirteen first-class pas- 
sengers. Stroug westerly winds aud 

high seas were experienced during the , 








fog. The ship struck upon a sand bauk 
when runuing fal speed and stuck fast, 
leaking badly. Next morning the fog 
lifted,-and her position was ascertained 
for the first time. 

All hands left for the shore in the 
steamer’s boats, but in landing one boat 
capsized in the surf, and a fireman and 
twu third ciass passengers, names un- 
known, were drowned. ‘Their bodies 
were not recovered. The vessel now 
lies in nineteen feet of water, with eight 
feet of water inthe engine room. About 
6,000 barrels of herriugs, a lot of rice in 
bags, and other cargo was jettisoned in 
‘fforts to get her off. If the weather, 
continues fine, some of the cargo will be. 
recovered, but . the «vessel. appears 
doomed.

A knock was bear@ ara on opening 
the door a masked party ru shed in, revoly~ 
ers in hand, and demanded money. Mr. 
Porter was from the north, and it was re- 
ported Hé had a large sum. of money in the 
house. On Mr. Porter refusing the demand 
for five hundred dollars the ruffians became 
enraged, and commenced to fire promiscu- 
ously, but no one was injured. Being 
foiled in their attempts at robbery, one cf 
the party slipped into an adjoining room 
and set fire to the building. Seeing their 
home on fire, the family escaped as best 
they could. The house, with all its valua- 
ble contents, was burned to the grosnd, 
and thousands of dollars worth of property 
swept away. Miss Standish, a wealthy 
young lady of New York, relative of Miles 
Standish, of hervic fame, was at the time 
visiting Mr. Porter. She had in her trunk 
$1,500 in cash, which was burned. 

The unfortunate family were forced to 
take shelter in a dilapidated cabin in the 
mountains, where they remained through 
the severest winter ever known in that re- 
gion, broken down in health from the ter- 
rible exposure of that futul night. Mr- 
Porter succumbed to his sufferings and 
died, Mrs. Porter became stone blind,and 
is now ina state of dementia from which 
she cam never recover. Everything possess- 
ed by that once happy family was taken 
from them, and they were left very poor 
indeed. 

George Smith, Asberry and George 
Hoghesand one Grayson, all white, were 
arrested on suspicion, and on their final 
frial were convicted of arson in the first 
degree, which is a crpital offense in Ala- 
Rama. The jury brought in a verdict sen- 


tencing George Smith, George and Asberry 
Hughes to be hanged, and Grayson to the 
penitentiary for life, the latter having 
proven that he was not at the burning of 
the house, but was cognizant of the affair.

There are a great many things 
done by both the Democratic and Re-

Aretic Exploration. 


One important point in Arctic explor- 
ation is .emphasized by the history of : 
the Groely party; that is, that the dan- | 
gers of exploration have not been ma- 
terially diminished by modern improve- 
ments in navigation and equipment, or 
modern knowledge of the peculiarities 
of the region to be explored. It might 
naturally be supposed that when steam 

ower had supplemented sails, iron 
ste ytaken the place of wood, ee 
served food of all descriptions added to 
the subsistence department, meteoro- 
logical science re-enforced the rude 
guess-work of former days, and the ac- 
cumulated experience of many genera- 
tions of Arctic voyagers at the com- 
mand of their latest successors, serious 
disaster would be comparatively rare— 
at any rate, much more rare than when 
Arctic voyaging was in its infancy. 
Yet the facts do not support this suppo- 
sition. Making due allowance for the 
larger number of persons engaged, there 
has been a greater amount of suffering 
and heavier loss of life in the last fifty 
years than in the two hundred and fifty 
preceding. The early explorers were 
more fortunate than the latter have been. 
Forbisher, Davis, Barentz, Hudson, 
Behring, Baffin, and their associates, 
paid less dearly for their discoveries 
than those who have followed in their 
tracks, from Franklin down to De Long 
and Greely. Yet the first venturers into 
frozen seas had vessels far inferior in 
size, quality and furnishings to the later 
ones; and the inferiority in stores, 
clothing, sanitary arfangements, sci- 
entific knowledge and general col- 
lective experience, is simply incalcula- 
ble. Ships which then were thought fit 
to brave the worst Arctic perils would 
hardly be trusted now for a trip from 
New York to Newfoundland; while the 
men who embarked in them had far 
less protection against weather, disease 
and accident of all sorts, than is now 
deemed indispensable for a trip around 
Cape Horn. Yet ships and crew seem 
to have accomplished more and fared 
better than those employed in the same 
business at the present time. Ofcourse 
later explerers have pushed farther 
north than did the earlier, thereby in- 
creasing the hazzard, but the difference 
of afew degrees of latitude will scarcely 
balance or explain the difference in cost 
—that cost which money cannot meas- 
ure 

A still more important point ought to 
be sharpened by the sad outcome of the 
Greely expedition; which is that, now- 
adays at least, Arctic exploration is not 
worth the price it demands, or the half 
of that price. Perhaps the earlier ex- 
plorers may have balanced the profit 
and loss account, but the latter have 
fallen far short of so doing. From 


1845, when Franklin sailed on his last 
and fatal voyage, until 1534, when 


Greely and his five comrades escape to 
teliatale of horror, the sum total of 
substantial results is insignificant. Of 
really valuable knowledge we have no 
more now than then. The world is 
very little wiser, and certainly no hap- 
pier or better, for all that has been 
done in the Arctic basin in these last 
forty years of almost uninterrupted 
effort. The scientific data obtained are 
of no consequence whatever to anybody 
except those scientific cranks to whom 
the height of Arctic icebergs and the 
depth of Arctic snows, and the possible 
locality of an open polar sea and the 
possible finding ofa new bit of polar 
land, are matters of supreme interest. 
In short, we know now enough about 
Arctic regions not to want to Know any 
more: and it is to be hoped that hereaf- 
ter other nations may enjoy a monopo- 
ly of this miserable Quixotism. The 
lesson of De Long and Greely ought. to 
cure Americans at least of all Aretic 
ambition in the future.—S/. Louis Globe-

Collegiate Indians. 


A strong sentiment demands the edu- 
sation of the Indians. Men of the high 
type of General Armstrong, of Hamp- 
ton, and United States Commissioner of 
Education Eaton give their best efforts 
to it. The addresses on the subject of 
Indian edueation before the convention 
of teachers now sitting at Madison are 
listened to with evident interest. This 
sentiment is strongest among those who, 
like the devotees of the cause of the no- 
ble red men in Boston, have never seen 
an Indian and have only a literary ac- 
quaintance with him, but that is noth- 
ing. All sentiments act in this way. 
It was not the men who were near the 
negro who placed his emancipation even 
above the preservation of the Union. 
Needy people, like prophets, almost 
always fail to receive hos consideration 
in their own neighborhood. 

But there are a good many kinds of 
education the Indians need quite as much 
as ‘‘book larnin.’ ’’ If our duty to edu- 
cate the Indians means that me must 
accept them as our wards and teach 
them to make the best progressive use 
of their faculties there would be few to 
deny so palpable a truth. But if it 
means that to have educated Indians 
we must have collegiate Indians we de- 
mur. It is by no means a constant 
truth that the collegiate white man is 
an educated man. ‘Too often the col- 
legiate training with its usless Greek 
stuffing proves to have been misdirec- 
tion of time, effort and habit, and to 
have unfitted the white boy for any use- 
ful work in the world. There seems to 
us not a little danger that a similar mis- 
take may be made in the case of 
Indian education. The thing these say- 
ages need least is what can be given 
them out of books. We do not begin 
the education of our children with books 
merely. Indians are adult children, 
and require moral, physical and indus- 
trial influences much more than literary 
ones, including Greek. 

Education implies character as well 
as letters. It is one of the signs of the 
times that four thousand teachers 
are sufficiently ‘interested in the 
progress of their guild and _ the 
improvement of the greatest - of 
the arts—that of molding, and painting 
and decorating the mind of the young— 
to meet in such a convention as that 
now being held at Madison. Ifthe pro- 
ceedings of these teachers evidence any 
lxck of grasp of the full range of their 
task it is the absence of an adequate 
recognition of those elements of educa- 
tion which lje outside of primers. and 
grammars, am! handbooks of science, 
and dictionaries. Nowhere are the as- 
pects of education of more consedpence 
than in the work of awaking the ;jor- 
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[our grown-up scholars—the Western 


Indians. 

Itis no doubt a pretty thing to hear 
Indians sing ‘‘Ameriea’”’ in Dakota dia- 
lect, aud perfom other tricks, but teach- 
ing afew Indians to do such things 
while the bulk of their tribes are left 
to wallow in aboriginal dirt and slide 
down a descending scale of whisky and 
acquired vice is not educating the In- 
dians. Putting a few score Indians in 
colleges and teaching them Greek, 
mathematics, and belles lettres that put 
them out of relations with their fellow- 
tribesmen, while not putting them in 
relations with the whites, is not edu- 
eating the Indians. The real educa- 
tion of the Indian must be accom- 
plished by processes entirely distinct 
from all these. Education for the In- 
dians should be Indian, not Caucasian. 
It must begin at the bottom. The first 
thing to be given them is a physical 
basis. We who have taken their lands 
and have herded them in reservations or 
driven them into the wildernessto wait 
for the unhappy day when we want that 
too, must, before we doanything else to 
civilize or educate them, give them a 
way of supporting themselves. 

Our Indian policy now is to make the 
Indians paupers or refugees. The first 
and most important part of Indian edu- 
cation should be togive every Indian 
family a piece of land,stock, implements, 
seed, and compel them to earn their 
bread by the sweat of their brow as 
farmers, herdsmen, ranchmen, or what 
not. To teach them to work is more 
necessary in this stage of development 
than to teach them dead languages. 
An equally valuable lesson would be to 
teach them good faith, honesty and 
truthfulness by such a simple object 
lesson as the maintenance by our Gov- 
ernment of its plighted faith with them 
in its Indian treaties. Such a breach 
of our obligations as the violation of the 
treaty rights of the Indians in the In- 
dian Territories by the recent charter- 
ing of two railroads to run through 
their lands contrary to the solemn 
pledges made by our Government un- 
does more Indian civilization in a trice 
than years of the noble work at Hamp- 
ton and Carlisle can build up. 

The place to educate the Indians is 
among the Indians) Those whose en- 
thusiasm makes them willing to devote 
their energies and their lives’ to this 
gentle philanthropy should do as the 
French Missionary laborers did at the 
beginning of our contact with these 
helpless victims of our superior strength 
and wit. hey went to live among the 
Indians, and taught them how to sow 
and reap and adapt such of the arts of 
a richer civilization as were applicable 
to their Lumble needs. It will be many 
generations before collegiate Indians 
are of any use to themselres or to any 
one else.—-Chicago Tribune.

Length of Our Lives Increasing. 


At a recent international health exhi- 
bition held in London, Sir James Paget 
deiivered an address before the associa- 
tion, the Prince of Wales being present. 

The learned physician asserted that 
people live longer than formerly, and 
that less sickness prevails among the 
mass of people, and he then gives the 
following reasons for the decrease of 
mortality during the last few years: 

“There is less from intemperance, 
less from immorality; we have better, 
cheaper and more various food; far 
more and cheaper clothing; far more 
and healthier recreations. We have on 
the whole better houses and better 
drains, better water and air, and better 
ways of using them. The care and skill 
with which the sick are treated in hos- 
vitals, infirmaries, and even in private 
1ouses are far greater than they were; 
the improvement and extension of nurs- 
ing are more than can be described; the 
care which the rich bestow on the poor, 
whom they visit in theirown homes, is 
every day saving health and life; and 
even more effectual than any of these is 
the work done by the medical officers 
of health and all the sanitary authori- 
ties now active and influential in every 
part of the kingdom. But we want,” 
adds the lecturer in closing, ‘‘more am- 
bition for health—a personal ambition 
for renown in health as keen as is that 
for bravery or for beauty, or for suc- 
cess in our athletic games and field 
sports.—Scientific American.

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—The best way to get the full benefit 
from the rains is to keep the surface soil 
fine and loose.

—A Californian says he cleared his 
poultry house of mites, with which it 
was overrun, by sprinkling the inside 
with the water in which the potatoes for 
the household dinner had been boiled, 
and that two applications were sufficient. 

-—Before beginning to iron, sprinkle 
the table plentifully with water and lay 
on the ironing blanket. This will hold 
it firmly in place an@ prevent all wrink- 
ling and shoving about. Never try to 
iron with a blanket having wrinkles or 
bunches. —Detrott Post. 

—Let every farmer study how he can 
best take care of the cut grain, and then 
resolve that as fast as it is fit for the 
stack or mow it shall be put there. So 
much grain is lost every year by care- 
lessness or delay that we feel like urging 
men to do their duty.—Prairie Farmer.

—An exchange recommends farmers 
who have a wood-lot to keep a stock of 
boards, planks and posts sawed and 
seasoned ready for use. Many farmers 
for lack of a little forethought are 
obliged to buy at high prices the lumber 
which they need to use, and which 
might just as well be cut from their own 
timber lot. 

--Half-Ham Pudding: Beat four 
tablespoons of butter to a cream with a 
half pint of powdered sugar; add the 
yolks of three eggs, beating them in 
well, then an even half-pint of corn 
meal, and the whites of the eggs beaten 
to a stiff froth. Mix well and bake in a 
pudding dish well buttered. Serve hot 
with wine sauce.—N. Y. Post. 

—Professor Arnold says: ‘A slight 
jarring of vessels in which milk is set 
for cream to rise rather facilitates than 
hinders the ascent of the eream, and 
makes it more dense and compact with- 
out making any perceptible increase in 
depth. Much agitation is detrimental 
to the rising ef cream, but when cream 
is set too deep for the temperature—tive 
or six inehes deep at sixty degrees—it 
the cream is taken off after standing 
twenty-four hours or so, and the skim- 
milk poured from one vessel to anothet 
and then replaced, a portion of cream 
will come to the surface that would not 
have come up if the cream had not been 
stirred.’’—Chicago Journal. 
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Marketing Mutton. 


It is general complaint in the Western 
States that butchers in country towns 
dislike to slaughter sheep and to sell 
mutton. Some discourage the use of it 
by keeping a poor quality and by asking 
more for it than they do for beef. Possi- 
bly beef cuts to better advantage and 
results in smaller loss to retailers. The 
pieces containing much bone can be 
disposed of for making soup and the 
cuts unsuitable for steaks and;roasts can 
be cured in- brine and sold for corned 
beef, for which there is always a de- 
mand. It is likely that Western butch- 
ers are troubled in disposing of the 
poorer cuts of mutton. Corned’ mutton 
is not as salable as corned beef. In 
some places there would be no demand 
for it till one was created. Still mutton 
is a better meat for preserving in brine 
than beef. ‘Those who have been ac- 
customed to eating corned mutton gen- 
erally prefer it to corned beef. For 
boiling with vegetables it is excellent. 
It is very delicious when cured in salt 
and smoked. There is complaint 
among English farmers that butchers 
pay less for beef, but insist in asking 
more for it. They all keep mutton, 
however, as the demand for it is con- 
stantly increasing in thatcountry. ‘The 
demand for it would steadily increase in 
the United States were sheep that pro- 
duce better mutton generally kept, were 
as much pains taken in fattening sheep 
as there is in fattening steers, and cooks 
were trained to cook the meat properly. 
Many regard mutton as inferior to 
beef, and apparently butchers desire to 
keep up the prejudice against it. In 
Canada, where excellent mutton sheep 
are kept, and where they are well fat- 
tened, the demand for mutton is in- 
creasing. 

Western cattle-raisers would do well 
to use their influence in creating a de- 
mand for mutton. They can do this by 
making the production of mutton rather 
than wool the leading object in keeping 
sheep. They should furnish local 
butchers with well-fattened sheep of 
the breeds that furnish the finest mut- 
ton. If they cannot make a satisfactory 
arrangement with butchers they must 
——_— their own sheep and find a 
market for the mutton. It will not be 
found ditlicult to find customers who 
will take « quarter of mutton every 
week. Mutton is a better meat for most 
sree than beef, as it can be kept 
onger.— Chicago Times.
